D«ae Broth b» :— While it 
seems that peri loos times have 
befallen us as a oatior, not only 
in the disaster of Johnstown io 
the East, but the burning of the 
city of Seattle in the north west, 
and cyclones in the west ; 
and yet some of us ought to be 
thankful for the- goodness and 
mercy that God is still bestow- 
ing upon us ae a people. I think 
if ever there was a lime that peo- 
ple should be stimulated to allevi- 
ate suffering humanity, it is now. 
And lam proud to be called a citi- 
zen hi so grand and glorious a 
country as free America, who is 
moved with compassion toward 
her suffering children end that 
christian influence is scattered 
from Bhore to shore, which is 
being testified to by the thou- 
sands of dollars and by the train 
loads of supplies that are pouring 
into the city o! Johnstown. 

The scriptures are being veri- 
fied ; *I was naked, and ye cloth- 
ed me ; hungered, and ye gave 
me meat.' Let every minister 
of every congregation in the 
land preach a sewnon, applicable 
to the present condition of our 
suffering brethren and at the 
dose of his discourse take up a 
collection tor their benefit. If 
it is only small, yet in the aggre- 
gate it will amount to thousands. 

I visited my charge at Bunker 
Hill, Sunday, June the 1st, and 
on Sunday night made au ap- 
peal to them in behal f of the suf- 
ferers, taking for our text the 
first line of the first verse of the 
lamentations of Jeremiah : 'How 
doth the city sit solitary that 
was lull of people.' The text of 
course refers to the desolation ot 
Jerusalem, hut in our closing re- 
marks wo applied the desolation 
to Johnstown in its present con- 
dition, and while we were 
preaching Bro. Fox selected the 
hymn so appropriate to the oc- 
casion ; 

K est in- the perishing 
Care for the dying. 

While this was being sung we 
raised a collection of seven 
dollars and eighty cents, and 
with tliii communication, send it 
on its mission as a good Samaritan 
to the suffering ones, hoping 
that the blessings of God will 
reet on the donors and on those 
who may receive it. ,May 
all things work together for good 
to those that love the Lord.

Responsive Declamation. 
Delivered at the State Convention ot 
the Brethren church held at Pleasant 
Hill, June fl-s, 1888, by Eliza Miller 
and Frank Duncan. 

M. What will the harveat be? 
D. It is a law both in nature 
and religion, that 'What a man 
sowe, that shall he also reap.' 

M. In natural things do we al- 
ways reap the same kind of grain, 
fruit, eeed and flowers that 'ws 
sow ? 

D. We certainly do, for the 
Bible says that 'Trees, herbs, and 
grass, shall bear seed after their 
kind.' 

M. Does the same law govern 
in morality and religion that 
governs in nature '. 

D. It surely does, for we are 
told that 'If we sow to the flesh, 
we shall ot the flesh reap' cor- 
ruption, but if we sow to the 
Spirit, we shall of the Spirit reap 
life everlasting.' 

M. What are ways by which 
we may tow to the flesh ? 

D, The works of the flesh are 
set forth in the pospel and prac- 
ticing, in word, deed or thought, 
or by cherishing in our hearts 
any of the evils there enumerated. 
We will sow to the flesh and the 
harvest will be corruption and 
everlasting death. 

M. Is there any way by which 
we may eow to the flesh in this 
Convention, in our church work 
and in onr conduct toward those 
who may meet with us from time 
to time ? 

D Yes, we may sow to the 
flesh even in this Christian 
assembly, and that in various 
ways. 

M. Will you please define to 
us some ot the ways in which 
this may be done ? 

1). By cultivating a spirit of 
fault-finding with (each other as 
members of the church, by 
esteeming ourselves as being bet- 
ter than other*, by fostering 
pride in our hearts and especially 
by neglecting to extend the hand 
of welcome to the poor, who 
may meet with ua. In these, 
and in many other ways we may 
sow to the flesh and the harvest 
will be confusion tending toward 
diviaiou and ruin to the chnrch. 
M. In what way may we sow 
to the Spirit in our walk and con- 
duct, in our church, our Sabbath 
School and iu all the departments 
of Christian work 1 

D. By each esteeming others 
better than themselves as l'aul 
says, 'In lowliness of mind' by 
treating each other with kind- 
ness and respect, by acts of 
benevolence iu order to advance 
the interest ot the church and 
Sabbath School, by deeds of 
charity tt> the poor, by being 
zealously engaged in every good 
work, thus our influence will ex- 
pand and the church will reap a 
harvest of sowers. 

M. Is there a specific eeed that 
we may^sow in order to reap a 
harvest of souls ? 

D. Yes, the seed is the Word 
of God, and it should be faith 
fully scattered by all of God's 
children, by the ministers, by 
the Sabbath School teacher and 
by every member of the church. 
M. If we gather up the chil- 
dren and bring them to Sabbath 
School, teach them the Word of 
God, teach them to love the 
place, what will the harvest be ? 
D. They will learn to love the 
Bible, they will love those who 
treat them with kindness and the 
Sabbath School will reap the 
harveat of their presence and in- 
fluence. 
M . Will this be the only har- 


vest that will result from this. 
labor T 

D. Not by any means. This 
seed sowing will result in their 
conversion to God and in their 
eternal salvation and heaven will 
reap the everlasting harvest.

Bro. Benjamin Benshoff, ot 
Johnstown, orratheraeurbur- 
ban village, Rosedale, writes us 
the following, with some other 
inlormation regarding the terri- 
blenesB of the flood : 

The past ten daya have been 
very solemn to those of us who 
are left, hunting and taking out 
the dead, wounded, men, women 
and children. Friends in tears, 
guards asking you for passes, 
look where yon wilt in the flood 
ed parts you see wrecked houses 
piled together, and chnrchee 
damaged. The people are some- 
what bewildered, business is 
closed, many are fed with pro- 
visions coming from Pittsburg 
and other sections. At present 
it looks as it things might be 
shaped and the works be re- 
built. Among the many lost it 
is surprising to the brethren 
that there is not more than four 
or live of them missing. Bat 
their house in Kernviile is dem- 
agedsome. The north-west cor 
tier is knocked out, and ia dam- 
aged Borne little other way-). 
Brother Ringers is to try to 
raise some means to help repair 

it. 

There has been a great deal of 
kindness shown, for which we 
feel very thankful, but if kind- 
ness end liberality stops here, 
we know not what the result 
might be. The past has been 
terrible ; what Ihe future may be 
we know not, but trust in the 
mercy ot God. I am past 57 
years; have seen may things in 
my time, but this has almost 
unnerved me,
